S TER Sixteendays of {air wea- 
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three hundred thirty and one Leagues, This Evenin 
and the Night following we lay offand on: Thurf- 
day the 27thinftant, in the morning, we ftood in 


with the Land, and.coafted the Shoar tothe South. — 


ward, Ankering at Nights, and fending our Boat 
out a Mornings, till we came into the lat. of 31 
deg. but found no good harbour that way. On San- 
day the 30th inftant, we tacked, and ftood North- 
ward : and on wednefday the fecond of September , we 
came to an Anchor in five fathoms at the mouth of a 
very large opening of three Leagues wide, or therea- 
bouts, in the lat. of 32 deg. 30 min, and fent our 
Boat tofound the Channel. On Thurfday the third, 
we entered the Harbour, and found that it was the 
River jordan, and was butfour Leagues or therea- 


bouts N.E. from Port Royal, which by the Spanyards. 


is called St. Ellexs: within Land , both Rivers meet in 
one, We {pent fome time to found the Chanels 
both without and within, and to fearch the Rivers 
in feveral branches, and to view the Land. On 


’ Saturday the fifth of September » two Indians came on 


Board us from the N. E. fhoar, whom we enterrain- 


ed courteoufly, and afterwards fer themon (hoar.. 


On Sunday the fixth , feveral Zzdiazs came on Board 
us, and faid they were of St. Ellens ; being very bold: 


and familiar ; {peaking many Spazi{h words , 2s, 


Cappttan, Commarado, and Adues, They know the ufe of 
Guns , and are as little ftartled at the firing of a 


Peece of Ordnance, as he that hath beerufed to them. 


many. years:they told us the neareft Spanyarads were at 
St.. dugu(lins, and feveral of them had been there; 
which as they faid wasbut ten days journey ; and

that the Spaxyards ufed to come to them, at Saint 
Ellens, {ometimes in Canoa’s within Land , at other 
‘times in {mall Veffels by Sea, which the Jxdzans 
defcribe to have but two Mafts. They invited us to 
come to St. Ellezs with our Ship, which they told us 
we might do within Land. A4unday the 14 September, 
our Long-Boat went with twelve hands within Land 
to St. Ellens.On Wednefday the 16th, came five Indians 
onboardus; one of them pointing to another,faid, 
he was the Grandy Captain of Eatfow : whereupon 
we took efpecial notice of him, and entertained him 
accordingly,giving him feveral Beads, & other trade 
that pleafed him well: He invited us to bring up our 
Ship into a branch on the N.E. fide, and told us of 
one Captain Francifco and four more Englifh that 
were in his cuftody on fhoar ; whereupon we fhew- 
ed him fiore of all Trade, as Beads, Hoes, Hatchets 
and Bills, @c. and faid, he fhould have all thofe 
things if he would bring the Englifh on board us $ 
wen he promifed fhould be done the next day. Here- 
upon we wrote a few lines to the {aid Engit{h,fearing 
it to be a Spant{h delufion to entrap us, Inthe dark of 
the fame Evening camea Canoa with nine or ten /a- 
djans in her with their Bowes and Arrows, and were 
clofe on board before we did difcern them : We ha- 
ted them, but they made us no an{wer, which increa- 
fed our jealoufie : So we commanded them on board, 
and difarmed them,deraining two of them prifoners, 
and fending away the reft ro fetch the Exgli{h ; which 
if they brought, they fhould have theirs again. At 
- length they delivered us a Note written with a coal, 
which feemed the more to continue dur jealoufie, be- 
caufe in all this time we had’ no news of cur long- 
yet Bo. ots ane boat 
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- boat from Se. Ellezs; which we feared was furpri-- 
zed by the Jndians and Spanyards. But to fatisfie us 
that there were Exglifb on fhoar, they fent us one 
man on board about twelve of rhe clock in the Night 
who relatedtoys thetruchof the matter, and told 
us they were caftaway fome fcur or five leagues to 
the Norrh-ward of the place we then rode, onthe 
24th-of July paft, being thirceen perfons that came 
on fhoar, whereof three of them were kill’d by the 
Indians, Oa Thur{daythe 17th of September the Long- 
boac returned from St, E¥ens , which prefently we 
fenton fhoar ro fetch the other Exglifh, the Indians 
delivering us three more ; and coming aboard them- 
fclves, wedelivered themtheirtwomen. Then we: 
demanded of the chief Commander where the reft of 
our Engit{hb were: he anfwered, Five were carried to 
St, Ellens , three were killed by the Stowobs , and the 
other man we fhould have within twodayes. We 
replyed to him again , That we would keep him and 
two more of his chief men, till we had our Exghfh 
that were yet iivings and promifed them their li- 
berty , with fatisfaction for bringing us the Ezglifb. 

Now to return to the bufinefle ofour Defign; the 

entertainment we had at S.E/es put usin great feas 

of the J#adtans treachery; for we obferved their con- 
tinual gathering together, and at laft- began with 

{tern-look’d countenances to {peak roughly to us, and 

came to fearch our mens Bandileers and Pockets ; 

yet inviting usto ftay that night with them : but we 
made a {udden retreat to our Boat, which caufed the 

Indtan King to beina greatrage, {peaking loudand 

angry to his men; the drift of which difcourfe we 

underftood not. That which we noted there, wasa 
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erie: 59S | 
fair houfe builded in the fhape of a Dove-houfe, 
round,two hundred foot at lea{t , compleatly cover- 
ed with Palmeta-leaves , the wal-plate being twelve 
‘foos high, or thereabouts, & within lodging Rooms 
and Forms ; rwo pillars ar the entrance of a high 
Sear above all the reft; Alfo anorher houfe like a 
Sentinel-houfe , floored ren foochigh with planks, 
faftned with Spikes and Nayls, ftanding upon fub- 
ftancial Pofts , with feveral other {mall houfes round 
abour, Alfo we faw many planks, to the quantity of 
three thoufand foot orthcreabouts 5 with other Tim- 
ber fquared, and a Crofs before the great houfe. 
Likewife we {aw the Ruines of anold Fort , compaf- 
fing moré thanchalf an acre of land within the Tren- 
ches, which we {uppofed tobe Charls’s Fort’, builr, 
-and fo called by the French in 1562, @c. On Atozn- 
day, September 21, one Englifh youth was brought 
from St, Efens aboard us by an Jndian, who intorm- 
ed us tharthere were four more of their company at 
St. Elleas', but he could sor tell whether the Jadiais 
would let them come tous:For faith he,Our Men told 
me, thatthey had lately feen a Frier and two Spany- 
ards more at St.Elens,who told them they would fend 
Soldiers {uddenly to fetch themaway. Thisday we 
fayled up the River with our Ship co go through to 
St. Ellens. On Twefdaythe 22 inftantr , three Jidsans. 
‘came onboard; one of them we fent with a Letter 
ro the Engli{h Prifoners there, On Wednefday the 23d. 
we fent our Boat and Men to found the Chanel, 
and finde ourthe moft likely way co St. Ellens with 
eur Ship by Combebeb, In the mean time came’many 
Canoa’s aboard us with Corn , Pumpions, and Ve- 
nifon, Deer-skins , and a fort of {weet-wood, One

pains, On Tharfday, 24 inftant, we fayling further’ : 
cd up the River togo through, at laftcame toa place 
I. of frefh water, and Anchored there, fending our 
5) Boat afhoar with a Guard to get water. Towards 
msc] night came che firlt Zedjan that we fent to St. Ellens 
se] witha letrer to the Exgi{b ; whobrought us another 
ay | letter from the Spantards , and an Aniwer of ours 
from the Exgiifh, writ in the Spaziaras letter, The 
Spaniard fentusa quarter of Venifon, anda quarter ~ 
of Pork, with a Complement, That he was forry 
he had nomore forus at that time. WVe returned 
himthanks, and fent him a Jug of Brandy; and 
withal , that we were forry we under{tood not his 
Jerrer,. This night about twelve of the Clock we 
had a moft violent guft of winde ; but of no long 
conti- 
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continuance, On Friday 25 September , we weighed,. 


and returned down the River fix leagues,’ or therea- 
bouts, becaufe we perceived the Indians had gather- 
ed themfelvesina Body from.all parts chereabouts,. 
and moved as the Ship did: and being informed by 
an Indian, that the Spamards would be there the next 
day 5 wetook in Fire-wood , and continued there 
that night, at which time oné of our Zvatan Prifon- 
ers made his efcape by leaping over-board in the 
dark, On Saturday the 26, we weighed , and ftood 
downto the Harbours mouth, and ftayed there till 
Monday the 28. In all which ume came no onc to us, 
though we ftay’d in expectation of their coming con- 
tinually ; therefore put out to Sea , concluding their 
intentions not to be good. Being out of the River 
Fordan, we directed our courfe S. W. four leagues 
or thereabouts. for Port-Royal, to found the Chanel: 
without from the poynts of the Harbour outwards 5. 
for we had founded the Harbour within from the. 
points inward when out Boat wasat St. Ellens: And. 
now being athware the Harbours mouth, wefent 
our Boat with the Mate and others , who found the 
N.E. and E: N.E. fide of the opening of Port-Royal: 
to be Sholes and Breakers to the middle of the open- 
ing 5 and three leagues or thereabouts into the Sea, 
trom the fide aforefaid,is unfafe to meddle with : but 
the S. WV. and-W. fide we found all-bold ftcering in 
N.WN, W. two or three miles from the $.W. fhoar;, 
fayling directly with the $8. VV. head-land ofthe en- 


trance of Port-Royal: the {aid head:Jand is blutt, and. 


feems fteep, asthoughthe trees hung over the wa- 


ter: Bur you mut note , that if youkeep fo far from: 


the S, W, fide, that you ftandin N.N. W.. aie 
a the: 
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the bluft head aforefaid, you fhallgo over the Our- 
skire of the E.N.E. fholing, and fhall have bur 
three or four fathom for the {pace of one league or 
thereabouts , and then you fhall have fix and feven 
fathoms allthe way in : Burif you borrow moreon 
the S. W, fide, till you have brought the S.VW., 
head of the Entry to bear N. N. E. you fhall havea 


fair large Chanelof fix, feven, and eighr fathomsall 


the way in, and then five, fix, feven and eight fa- 


thoms within the Harbour, keeping the Chanel; and — 


{tanding over tothe Northward: we fuppofed thar 
it flows here as at the River fordax, becaufe they are 
but four leagues afunder, and flows S.Ezand N, 
W. feven foot and half, and fometimes eighr, foor 
perpendicular: the Mouth of Port-Royal lyes in 32 
deg. 20 min. Jat. Now as concerning the entrance 
of the River Jordan, lat. 32 deg. 30 min. or there-. 
abouts , you fhall fee a range of Breakers right a- 
gainft the opening, two or three leagues off the S, 
W .. Points which you mutt leavero the Northward, 
and {teer in with the faid $. VV. Poinr.giving a range 
of Breakers that, runs from the faid Point a {mall 


birth, and you fhallhavetwo, three, and four fa- 
thoms at low water; and when you comeone mile | 


fromthe Point aforefaid, fteer over dircétly to. the 


N.E. Point, and you fhall have fix or-feven fathom 


allthe way. VVithinthe V.w. Point is good An- 
choring: you fhall have five fathoms fair aboard 
the fhoar: and you fhall have five, fix, feven, and 
eight fathoms, fayling all along upon the River, ten 
leagues , and a large turning Chanel: It.flows here 
S.E, and N.w, feven foot anda half , and eight foor 
atcommon Tydes.

dians call it ‘Eaiftow , lyes fix leagues or thereabours 
from the River Jordaz , and {eems to be a very fair o- 
‘pening: but becaufethe chief Jzdiaz of that Place 
was on board us, and the Countrey-all in Arms, 
we norknowing how the winde might croffe us , ‘it 
was nor thought fit to ftay there : But fome of thofe 
Englifh that had lived there, being Prifoners, fay, 
that iris a very fair and goodly River, branching in- 
to feveral branches and deep, and is frefh water at 
low Tide within two leagues of the Mouth ; it feem- 
ing to-us.as we paffed by, a good entrance large and 
wide, lat, 32 deg.-40 min. in or thereabouts. Now 
ourunderftanding of the Land of Port-Royal , River 
Fordan , ‘River Grande, OF Ediftow, is as tolloweth : 
The Lands are laden withdarge tall’‘Oaks , VValnur 
and Bayes, except facing.on the Sea, it is moft Pines 
talland good: The Land generally, except where 
the Pines grow, isa good Soy! , covered with black 
Mold , ‘in fome placesia foot, in fome places half a 
- foot, and in other places leffe, with Clay under- 
neath mixed with Sand; and we think may produce 
any thing as well asmoft part of the Indies that we 
havefeen. The Ivdians plant in the worft Land; be- 
-caufe ‘they cannot cu¢down the Timber inthe beft, 
and yethave plenty of Corn, Putpions , Water- 
~ Mellons, Musk-mellons : although the Land be o- 
ver-grown with weeds through their lazineffe , yet 
they have two or three crops of Corna year , as the 
Iwdians themfelves inform us. The Country abounds 
with Grapes, large Figs, and Peaches; the Woods 
with Deer ; Conies, Turkeys, Quails, Curlues, 
Plovers, Teile, Herons ; and as the Jsatans fay, 
in Winter, with Swans a APE , Cranes, Duck 
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atid Mallard , and innumerable of-other water- 
Fowls, whofe names we know not, which lic. in the 
Rivers, Marfhes, and onthe Sands: Oyfters in a- 
bundance , with great ftore of Mutcles 5 A fort of 








fair Crabs , anda’round Shel fith called Horfe-feet, 
The Rivers ftored plentifully witty Fifh char we faw. 
play and leap, There are great Marfhes, but mof 
as tar as we faw little worrh, except for a Root that.

On Adonday 
the 12th aforefaid we came to am Anchor in feven 
fachom at Cape Fair-Road, and cook the Meridian- 
Altitude of the Sun, and werein the lat. 3:3) deg. 
43 min. the winde continuing {till Eafterly ,,and 
fowl weather till Thurfazy the rth initane > anc on 
Friday the 1 6th, the winde being at V.w#7..we weigh- 
ed, and{ailed up Cape Farr-River, {ome four or five 
leagues, andcameto an Anchor in fix or feven fa- 
thom; at which time feveral fzdtans came on Board, 
and brought us great ftore of Frefh. fith, large Mul- 
lets, young Bafs, Shads, and feveral other forts of 
very good well-tafted Fifth. : On! Saturday the.17¢th, 
we went down tothe Cape tofee the Englifh Cartel, 
but could nor finde thems, though we rounded the 
Cape: And having an Undian Guide with us. here 
werode'tillithe 24th inftancs the windebeing againi 
“Ey 2307 | Gre US, 
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us, we could not goup the River with our Ship ; in 
which time we went on fhoar, and viewed the land 
_of thofe quarters. On Saturday. we weighed, and 
fayled up the River fome four leagues or therea- 
bouts. Sunday the 2-5 th, we weighed again, and tow- 
ed up the River, it being calm, and got up fome 
fourteen leagues fronr the. Harbours mouth ,: where ~ 
we mored our Ship. On Monday the 26 Ofober, we 
-went down with the Yoal to Necoes; an Indian Plan- 
tation, and viewed the Land there. On Tuefday the 
27th, we rowed up the Main River with our long- 
Boat and twelve men, fome ten leagues or. therca- 
bouts. On Weduefday the 28h, we rowed up aboue 
eight or nine leagues more, Thurfday the 29th was 
foul weather, of much rain and winde , which for- 
ced us to make Hurts, and lye fill, Friday the 30th,. 
we proceeded up the main River, feven or eight 
leagues, Saturday-the 31, we got up three or four 
leagues more , and cametoa Tree that lay athware 
the River: but becaufe our Proviftons were neer 
fpent, we proceeded no furthers. but returned down- 
ward the remainder.of that day ; and on Adonday the: 
fecond of November, we came aboard our Ship. Tuef= 
day the third , we lay ftillto refrefh ourfelves. On 
Wednefday the 4th, we went five or fix-leagues up the. 
River to fearcha branch thar ran out of the main 
River towards the N.w. In which branch we went 
up five or fix leagues; not liking the Land , we re- 
turned on board thar night abour midnight, and 
called that place Swampy-branch. Tharfday the fifth ir- 
flant, we {taid aboard ;.on.Friday the 6th we went up 
Greens River, the mouth of it being againft the piace 
‘we rode with our Ship. On Saterday the 7th, we 
y proceeded

proceeded up the faid River fome fourteen or fifteen 
leagues in all5and found that it ended in feveral 
fmall branches the Land tor the moft part being 
marfhy and {wamps, we returned towards our fhip, 
and got aboard in the night : Swxday the 8th inftant 
welay ftill, and on Adonday the 9th wewent again 
up the main River, being well provided with Pro- 
vifionsandall things neceffary., and proceeded up- 
wards till Therfdaynoon 13th inftant , at which time 
we came to a place where two Iflands were in the 
middle of the River’, and by reafon of the crooked- 
neffe of the Rever at that place, feveral Trees lay a- 
thwartboth branches , which ftopped up the paflage 
of each branch , that we could proceed no further 
with our Boat; bur we wentup the River fide by 
Jand fome three or four miles , and found the River 
ro enlarge it {elf : Sowerecurned, leaving it as far 
as we could fee up a long reach running N.E; 
we judging our felves from the Rivers mouth North 
near fifty leagues ; we recurned , viewing the Land 
-on both fides the River, and found as eee tras Of 
land, dry, well wooded , pleafant and delightful as 
we have feen any where in the world , with great 


burthen of Graffe on it, the land being very level, . 


with fteep banks on both fides the River, and in 


{ome places very high , the woods ftor’d withabun-. 


dance of Deer and Turkies every: where ;.we never 
going on fhoar, but {aw.of each alfo Partridges great 
fjore, Cranes abundance, Conies, which we faw 
in {everal places s we heard feveral \Volves howling 
in the woods,-and {aw where they had torn a. Deer in 

ieces, Alfo in the River we {aw great ftore of Ducks, 
Teile, VVidgeon , and in the woods great flocks of 
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“Parrakeeto’s; the Timber thatthe woods afford for 


the moft part confifting of Oaks offour or five forts, 
all differing‘in leaves, burall bearing Akorns very 
good : we meafured many of the Oaks in feveral pla- 
ces, which we found co be in bignefle fome rvvo, 
fome three,and others almoft four fathoms; in heighe, 
before: you.cometo boughsior limbs ,) forsy., facy, 
fixty foor, and fome more, and thofe Oaks very 
common in the upper parts of both Rivers 3 Alfoa 
very tall large Tree of great bignefle » which fome 


_docall Cyprus, the right name we know not, growing 


in Swamps. Likewife Walnut, Birch, Beech, Ma- 
ple; Afb, Bay, Willough, Alder and Holly; and 
in the lowermoft parts innumerable of Pines, call 
and good for boards or mafts,.growing for the moft. 
part.in barren fandy ground, bur in fome places 
up the ‘River in good:ground., being mixed among ft 
‘Oaks.and other Timber. We {aw feveral Mulberry- 
trees, multitudes of Grape-Vines, and fome Grapes 
which we did.eatof.. VVe found a very large and 
good tra& of Land omthe:N, W. fide iof the River, 
thin of Timber, excepthercand there a very great 
Oak, and full of Grafie, commonly as high asa mans 
middle, .and in many places co his fhoulders , where 
we faw many Deer and Turkies:; alfo one Deer with 
very large horns, and great in body, therefore called 
it Stag-Park: it being a very pleafant and delightful 
place, we travelled:in ir feveral miles, but faw no 
end thereof. Sowe:returned to our Boat,. and pro- 
ceeded down. the River y. and came to another 
place fome: twenty? five: leagues from: the. Rivers 
mouth on the fame fide, where we found a placeno 
lefle delightful than the former; and as far asiwe 
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could judge , both TraGs came ito one. This lows-
